SEVERAL PROMINENT MEN 
IN DEMOCRACY HAVE DIED 


Indianap olis, March 11—(¿P)— 
Death having taken from the 
Democratic p arty in Indiana its 
g enerally acknowledg ed leader, 
Thomas Tag g art, there ex ists in 
the 
minds of p arty workers 
some sp eculation as to his suc­ 
cessor. His leadership was unoffi­ 
cial for he held no p ost in the 
p arty org anization. Nevertheless 
the Democrats are hop eful that 
some wise p olitical counselor will 
step into the p lace 
th at 
was 
occup ied by Tag g art. 
Because of Tag g art’s long ill­ 
ness the p arty was without his 
directing g enius for some time 
before his death, which occurred 
last Wednesday . He had not held 
an official p osition with the 
Democratic p arty since he was 
elected national committeeman 
in 1912. And he had not held the 
p ost of state chairman since 
1894 althoug h he was in the 
thick of the fig ht in several 
state and national camp aig ns in 
recent y ears. As late as 1924 he 
made his valiant effort to bring 
about the nomination of the late 
Samuel M. Ralston at the na - 1 
tional Democratic convention in 
New York. 
It is realized by those who 
carry on the p arty org anization 
work th at it will be difficult to 
find another leader with all of 
Tag g art’s characteristics. There 
are few men with his 
for org anization. Also there are 
few with the means that will 
p erm it them to make p olitics 
almost a vocation as did Tag ­ 
g art for many y ears. Then too 
there are 
not many p ersons 
with the g eniality th at enabled 
Tag g art to bind so many fol­ 
lowers to him. 
His death, however, does not 
means disorg anization of 
the 
Democratic p arty ’s affairs. The 
state org anization under R. Earl 
Peters remains intact. Peters has 
g iven thoug ht recently to p lans 
for stimulating p arty activity 
between camp aig ns.

Dixon line, the generaj expecta­ 
tion is that this will be largely 
each state on which the Hoover 
in the control of a committee for 
democrats will have membership, 
although by no means a m ajor­ 
ity .

The immigrants sat in cir­ 
cles on the deck, ten to a mess, 
arou nd a kettle in which some 
sort of a stew had been cookeu. 
Each had a kit of tin u tensile 
from which to eat. The 
refu se 
was thrown ov erboard and 
the 
p assenger had to clean the u ten­ 
sils for the next meal. All 
the 
women were segregated in one 
comp artment of the ship , sep ­ 
arate from the male p assengers, 


u ally of a minor character and 
can be adju sted by dep artments 
heads on ship board. 
The ap p earance o f the cap tain 
on the decks or at his table in 
the 
dining 
saloon 
inv ar iabl> 
starts a barrage 
o f qu estions 
from the p assengers. As soon as 
we p u ll in the lines I am asked 
“W hat kind o f weather will we 
hav e on the trip and when will 
we arriv e?” Women p assengers 
fear storms more than the men 
bu t they frequ ently confide 
in 
me th at they wou ld like to see 
what a real storm is like ju st for 
a few minu tes. 
A woman came to the bridge 
one day and asked me the u su al 
introdu ctory qu estion, to whicn 
I had to exp lain th at it was u n­ 
p ossible to determine the weath­ 
er sev eral days in adv ance and 
that the time of arriv aL cou ld 
not always be determined 
less 
than a few days ou t. She then 
requ ested th at I go a little fu r­ 
ther north and p ass an iceberg 
so her 
hu sband, who was

board, cou ld see what one looked 
like.

Indianapolis, March 11—(#)— 


Death having taken from the 
Democratic party in Indiana its 
generally acknowledged leader 
Thomas Taggart, there exists in 
the minds of party workers 
some speculation as to his suc- 
cessor. His leadership was unoffi- 
cial for he held no post in the 
party organization. Nevertheless 
toe Democrats are hopeful that 
some wise political counselor will 
step into the place that was 
occupied by Taggart. 
Because of Taggart's long ill- 


ness the party was without his 
directing genius for some time 
before his death, which occurred 
last Wednesday. He had not held 
an official position with the 
Democratic party since he was 
elected national committeemaii 
in 1912 And he had not held the 
post of state chairman since 
1894 
although he was in the 


thick of the fight in several 
state and national campaigns in 
recent years. As late as 1924 he 
made his valiant effort to bring 
about toe nomination of the late 
Samuel M. Ralston at the na- 
tional Democratic convention in 
New York. 
It is realized by those who 


carry on toe party organization 
work that it will be difficult to 
find another leader with all of 
Taggart's characteristics. There 
are few men with his capacity 
for organization. Also there are 
few with the means that will 
permit them to make politics 
almost a vocation as did Tag- 
gart for many years. Then too 
there are not many persons 
with the geniality that enabled 
Taggart to bind so many fol- 
lowers to him.' 


His death, however; does not

DIDN'T KNOW IT WAS LOADED! ! 


A GOOD CUSTOM TO DROP. 


Washington correspondents remark that one 


of the first things President Hoover must do is 
decide whether or not he will continue the pres- 
idential custom of taking half an hour or more 
from each day's" official duties to shake hands 
with the long lines of tourists that visit the 
White House. 


During the days immediately following his 


inaugural the crowds were much larger than 
usual, and included a considerable number of 
personal friends and acquaintances. 
It is ex- 


pected that the number will shortly shrink to the 
average of about 500 a day — an average that 
has been maintained pretty consistently since the 
beginning of the Harding administration. 


The business of shaking hands with the pres- 


ident is an old American custom. 
It started 


many years ago, and practically every president 
has observed it. Woodrow Wilson suspended it 
during the war, and after the armistice, was not 
in good enough health to resume it; but except 
for that one gap the practice has gone on for 
no one knows quite how long.

Why Indiana needs state forests

One sixth of the farms alone

worth of lumber, posts and fuel 
wood. The amount shipped into

Into this state in 1925 was $32,- 
000,000. 
Why haul this lumber 


1000—2,500 miles from the South 
and the Pacific Coast when we 
can grow much of it at home? 


The U. S. Census of Agriculture 


for 1925 shows 2,717,000 acres of 
forests in Indiana. They are but 
ragged remnants of the fine pro- 
ductive stands of hard wood spe- 
cies they once wore—and night 
be again—if properly developed 
and arranged. The same census 
shows 1,004,435 actes of idle or 
fallow land. Much of this is ac- 
tually abandoned now. Why not 
reforest this vast area and put 
these idle acres to work? 


The small woodlot can be de- 


veloped by farmers and private 
owners.- Small tracts can be pre- 
served and reforested by citit- 
and counties.
